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HOW THE HALL OF FAME WORKS 


Any person who has made an outstanding contribution to football in 
Australia shall be eligible to be nominated for the Australian Football 
Hall of Fame. 


There will be three categories involving ‘on the field’ and ‘off the field’ 
participants. Players must have been retired for a minimum of three 
years to be eligible, while all other candidates (coaches, referees, 
officials and media) are eligible at any time. . 


HALL OF CHAMPIONS/HALL OF HONOUR 


Awarded for eminent service or contribution in any area of soccer 
football activity. Outstanding performance on the playing field in an 
Australian representative capacity will be recognised in the Hall of 
Champions, while outstanding performance as an official or other 
non-playing capacity will be recognised in the Hall of Honour. This 
award will be the highest recognition which canbe given for contribution 
to the growth and development of the game in Australia. 


MEDAL OF EXCELLENCE/ROLL OF HONOUR (Distinguished) 


This award recognises distinguished service or contribution which Is 
above and beyond what would be expected of players and non-players. 
It recognises a player who has represented Australia at an international 
level on a significant number of occasions, or a non-player whose 
contribution has achieved national recognition. 


AWARD OF DISTINCTION/ROLL OF HONOUR (Meritorious) 


This award is made for outstanding service or contribution which 
is beyond what would be expected. It recognises those persons 
whose contribution has been selfless in the development of soccer in 
Australia from the grass roots level and who have earned admiration 
and respect for their contribution.

DAVID MITCHELL 


Born June 13, 1962 in Scotland, David 
started his football career with local 
.club Enfield before joining Adelaide 
City in 1980 as a striker-winger in the 
National League before switching to 
Sydney City in 1983 for two seasons. 
Mitchell played a total of 108 national 
league matches scoring 33 goals and 
in 1981 was named NSL Under 21 
Player of the Year. 


David become a modern-day pioneer for Australians in Europe 
representing several high-profile clubs including Glasgow Rangers, 


Eintracht Frankfurt, Feyenoord, Chelsea and Newcastle United. 


He became the first Australian to play in the Scottish Premier League, 
German Bundesliga and the Dutch Premier League. Mitchell was also 


the first Socceroo to score in a European club competition. 


David represented Australia atthe 1981 FIFA World Youth Championship 
in Australia and the 1988 Olympics in Seoul. His Socceroo career lasted 
12 years after debuting as an 18-year-old in 1981 and he went on to 
represent Australia on a total 44 occasions scoring 15 goals, inéluding 
29 full internationals for 11 goals. He was the first Australian to play in 
four senior World Cup campaigns (1982-1994). His insistence on playing 


for his country cost him club positions in Europe and he only joined 


. clubs which would grant him clearance to play for Australia. 


As a coach, he managed Sydney Olympic, Sydney United and 
Parramatta Power in the national league winning the Coach of the 
Year award in 1999 after taking to Sydney United to the championship 
that year.

Born in England February 22, 1928, started work 
Fe as a cadet on the Southend Times, Essex 1942 
s asa sports journalist, and then football writer 
s for the Greyhound Express in Loridon. Served

the Navy and returned to journalism as a football

writer for the Neve of the World. 


Fred came to Australia in August 1954, joined the Melbourne Herald 
and then the Argus. He launched Soccer News weekly and in 1957 
began 11 years run as soccer editor of the Sporting Globe as well as a 
weekly soccer news program on Melbourne's radio 3KZ. In 1961 joniee 
Channel 7’s World of Sport as soccer commentator, a position he held 


for 23 years. 


Elected 1961 to the council of the Victorian Amateur Football Association 
and became Public Relations Officer for the Victorian Soccer Federation 
in the late 60s. Appointed soccer editor of the Sunday Observer in 1968 


and in 1972 introduced two full pages on soccer in the Melbourne Truth. 


Became secretary of the Trustees of the Victorian Soccer Federation 
and a member of the Hall of Fame honours committee since its inception. 
His contribution and encouragment of the,game has beer of a constant 


high standard through the print media, radio and television. 
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AUSTRALIA AND THE WORLD CUP 


Few nations have had to roam as far and wide as Australia in trying to 
qualify for the finals of the sport which is acknowledged as the world’s 
most popular game. 


Football became global in 1930 when the first World Cup was staged 


- with 13 teams in Uruguay and has continued every four years, apart 


from during World War Il. 


Australia is one of 210 countries affiliated to the world controlling 
body FIFA and made its first entry into the -World Cup in 1965 when 
eliminated by North Korea. Up to the end of 2006, the Socceroos had 
played 96 World Cup fixtures, winning 50, lost 21, drawn 25, scored 264 
goals and had 88 scored against them. : 


—r 


They have travelled to every continent where the game is played in 11 
Campaigns spread over 40 years with only appearances at the 1974 
and 2006 finals in Germany to show for their efforts. 


But with Australian football moving out of Oceania and becoming part 
of the Asian Football Confederation from the start of 2006, all of the 


- distant travel which was imposed on the Oceania winner will now 


be restricted to more accessible countries. Some of the countries 
Australia has had to face in its previous qualifying attempts include 
Scotland, Rhodesia {now Zimbabwe), Israel, Canada, Argentina and 
Uruguay. . 


In 1974, when only 16 teams qualified for the finals, Australia failed to 
score in its three matches but earned the respect ofits opponents and 
spectators with brave displays after being labelled as a developing 


and minor football country. 
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By 2006 after upsetting powerful South Americans Uruguay for a place 
in the 32-team finals, the Australian game had improved remarkably 
with nearly all squad members playing in the highest leagues in England 
and Europe. The team scored its first finals success when it beat Japan 
3-1 in its opening match with midfielder Tim Cahill grabbing Australia’s 
first goal at finals level as the team for the first time won through to the 
second round before losing to eventual world champion Italy.

PETER SHARNE

Started his ‘football with Liverpool City and Southern 
Districts in Sydney and joined Marconi in 1977 where 
he stayed until 1988 (with Apia 1983) making a total of 
186 national league appearances. 


His speed made him a natural winger and was selected 
- ' as a member of Australia’s 1978 World Cup campaign. 
He made his debut as a substitute against Iran in August 1977 in Melbourne. 
Won full team place in 1980 tour of Europe and also played in the 1982 World 
Cup campaign. He made 40 appearances for Australia (23 A internationals) 
and scored 10 goals (eight A international goals). 


CHARLIE STEWART 


NSW South Coast stalwart, born May 2, 1928 who 
became a member of the Woonona Legends and 
/ selected as the greatest clubman in the history of the 
Woonona Bulli club. Played all of his junior football 
with Woonona and made his first grade senior debut in 
1943 as a winger at the age of 15 in the State League. 


In 1945 at age 16 became the youngest player to 
represent in the North v South fixtures and between 1945-59 scored a 
remarkable 234 goals for Woonona in his total of 393 matches. In the 1954 
interstate carnival in. Adelaide he top-scored with six goals from five matches. 
Selected against South Africa in May 1947, New Zealand 1954, South Africa 
1955. Had 10 starts for Australia in a representative career which also 
included appearances for NSW and Australian XI.
